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Mattis leaving as Pentagon c hief alter c lashes with Trump

WASHINGTON (AP) — De¬ 
fense Secretary Jim Mat¬ 
tis abruptly said he was 
resigning Thursday, a day 
after President Donald 
Trump overruled his advice 
againstpulling troopsoutof 
Syria and pressed forward 
on discussions to withdraw 
forces from Afghanistan. 
Mattis, perhaps the most 
respected foreign policy 
official in Trump's admin¬ 
istration, will leave by the 
end of February after two 
tumultuous yea rs struggling 
to soften and moderate 
the president's hardline 
and sometimes sharply 
changing policies.

NEW YORK (AP) — Jared 
Kushne^sfamily company is 
buying another property in 
a New J ersey beach town 
where developers can 
get big tax breaks thanks 
to a new federal program 
pushed byKushnerand his 
wife, Ivanka Trump. 

The KushnerCos is negoti¬ 
ating to buy land already 
approved for retail space 
and apartments in one of 
thousands of new Oppor¬ 
tunity Zanes offering tax 
breaksaround the country, 
Long Branch Business Ad¬ 
ministrator George Jack- 
son said Thursday. It would 
be the fourth Kushner pur¬ 
chase in an Opportunity 
7b ne in the town since the 
program was included in 
the Republican-led tax 
overhaul law passed in De- 
cemberlastyear. 

The program has been 
praised as a smart way 
to attract money into 
high-poverty areas long 
neglected by private in¬ 
vestors. But critics say it in¬ 
cludes too many gentrify- 
ing neighborhoods already 
attracting investment and 


is a giveaway to wealthy 
developers.The Kushner 
Cos. did not respond to re¬ 
peated requests for com¬ 
ment. An earlier report in 
the Asbury Park Press on 
the deal quotes a Kushner 
spokeswoman saying the 
purchase is "under con¬ 
tract." 

News of the possible pur¬ 
chase follows an Associ¬ 
ated Press investigation 
that showed J a red Kushner 
owns stakes in 13 Opportu¬ 
nity Zrnes properties, all in 
locations deemed by the 
Urban Institute in Washing¬ 
ton to be showing indica- 


tionsof rapid changeorfull- 
outgentrification, including 
ones in Long Branch. Six 
of properties are in New 
York City's Brooklyn Heights 
neighborhood overlooking 
the Manhattan skyline and 
where apartments sell for 
millionseach. 

The KushnerCos. has given 
no indication that it plans 
take advantage of the tax 
breaks for its properties. 
Underthe law, it is difficult 
for developers to get the 
breaks if their properties 
were bought before the 
law was passed, though 
there are ways around the 


requirement. 

The AP investigation uncov¬ 
ered no evidence that J a r- 
ed Kushnerorlvanka Trump 
influenced the choice of 
the zones. In the end, 8,700 
zones were approved by 
the Treasury Department 
earlier this year from a list 
submitted by state gover¬ 
nors. 

But ethics experts say the 
couple's push for the pro¬ 
gram in Washington raises 
conflict-of-interest issues 
nonetheless. Property val¬ 
ues have been rising in 
zones since the law was 
passed, a possible benefit 
to the Kushnerseven if they 
do not take advantage of 
the tax breaks. 

Jared Kushner also could 
benefit from an owner¬ 
ship stake in Cadre, a real 
estate investment com¬ 
pany that he co-founded. 
It recently announced it is 
launching a series of funds 
to invest in Opportunity 
Z>nes projects 
Kushneis stake in Cadre is 
worth at least $25 million, 
according to a financial 
disclosure report filed with 
the federal government 
earlierthisyear. 


Long Branch'sJ ackson said 
the current owner of the 
land, Long Branch Part¬ 
ners, has already demol¬ 
ished empty buildings on 
the plot and received ap¬ 
proval from the city council 
and planning board to go 
ahead with plans to build 
stores and apartments and 
parking spaces there. He 
said the Kushners told him 
they plan to adopt the cur¬ 
rent owner's plan. 

A website for the owner, a 
division of Diversified Realty 
Advisors of Montville, New 
Jersey, says the company 
envisions about 800 apart¬ 
ments on the 10-acre plot. 
The company did not re¬ 
spond to requests for com¬ 
ment. 

Under the Opportunity 
Zbne program, develop¬ 
ers who put capital gains 
from stock sales and other 
investments into zone prop¬ 
erties and businesses can 
deferfederaltaxeson cap¬ 
ital gains up to 2026, then 
get a big discount when 
their bill comes due. And 
any gains from new zone 
investments that are held 
onto for at least 10 years

He told Trump in a letter 
that he was leaving be¬ 
cause "you have a right to 
have a Secretary of De¬ 
fense whose views a re bet¬ 
ter aligned with yours." 
Trump said in a tweet that 
Mattis was retiring, but 
tha t's not wha t M a ttis sa id. 
The announcement came 
a day afterTrump surprised 
U.S. allies and members of 
Congress by announcing 
the withdrawal of all U.S. 
troops from Syria, and as 
he continues to consider 
shrinking the American de¬ 
ployment in Afghanistan. 
Trump's decision to pull 
troopsout of Syria hasbeen 
sharply criticized for aban¬ 
doning America's Kurdish 
allies, who may well face 
a Turkish assault once U.S. 
troops leave, and had 
been staunchly opposed 
by the Pentagon. 

Mattis, in his resignation 
letter, emphasized the im¬ 
portance of standing up 
for U.S. allies — an implicit 
criticism of the president's 
decision on this issue and 
others. 

"While the U.S. remains the 
indispensable nation in the 
free world, we cannot pro¬ 
tect our interests or serve 
that role effectively without 
maintaining strong allianc¬ 
es and showing respect to 
those allies,"Mattiswrote. 
His departure was quickly 
lamented by foreign policy 
hands on both sides of the 
aisle, who viewed him as a 
sober voice of experience 
in the ear of a president 
who had neverbefore held 
political office or served in 
the military. 

Last year, Republican Sen. 
Bob Corker — a frequent 
Trump critic — said Mat¬ 
tis, along with White House 
chief of staff J ohn Kelly and 
then-Secretary of State 
Rex lillerson, were helping 
"separate our country from 
chaos" 

fillerson was fired early this 
year. Kelly is to leave the 


White House in the coming 
days. 

'This is scary," reacted Sen¬ 
ate Intelligence commit¬ 
tee Vice Chairman Mark 
Warner, D-Va., on Twitter. 
'Secretary Mattis has been 
an island of stability amidst 
the chaosof the Trump ad¬ 
ministration." 

Mattis' departure has long 
been rumored, but officials 
close to him have insisted 
that the battle-hardened 
retired Marine would hang 
on, determined to bring 
military calm and reason to 
the administration's often 
chaotic national security 
decisions and soften some 
of Trump's sharper tones 
with allies. 

Opponents of Mattis, how¬ 
ever, have seen him as an 
unwanted checkonTrump. 
A White House official said 
Mattis informed Trump of 
his decision to leave the 
administration Thursday af¬ 
ternoon. Trump said a re¬ 
placement would be cho¬ 
sen soon. 

At the start of the Trump 
administration, the presi¬ 
dent had gushed about 
his respect for Mattis, re¬ 
peatedly calling him "Mad 
Dog," despite Mattis' own 
public insistence that the 
moniker was never his In¬ 
stead, his nickname for 
yeans was CHAOS, which 
stood for 'Colonel Has An 
Outstanding Suggestion," 
and reflected Mattis' more 
cerebral nature. 

The two quickly clashed on 
major policy decisions. 
During his first conversa¬ 
tions with Trump about the 
Pentagon job, Mattis made 
it clear that he disagreed 
with his new boss in two ar¬ 
eas: He said torture doesn't 
work, despite Trumps asser¬ 
tion during the campaign 
that it did, and he voiced 
staunch support for tradi¬ 
tional U.S. international al¬ 
liances, including NATO, 
which Trump repeatedly 
c ritic ized. 

Mattis was credited by 
some in the administration 


for blocking an executive 
order that would have re¬ 
opened CIA interrogation 
"black sites." Trump has said 
the Pentagon chief con¬ 
vinced him it wasn't neces¬ 
sary to bring back banned 
torture techniques like wa- 
terboarding. 

En route to hisfirst visit to Iraq 
as defense secretary, Mat¬ 
tis bluntly rebuffed Trump's 
assertion that America 
might take Iraqi oil ascom- 
pensation for U.S. efforts in 
the war-tom country.□

WASHINGTON (AP) — Act¬ 
ing Attorney General Mat¬ 
thew Whitaker chose not 
to recuse himself from the 
Russia investigation even 
though a top Justice De¬ 
partment ethics official ad¬ 
vised him to step aside out 
of an "abundance of cau¬ 
tion," a senior official said 
Thursday. 

Wh ita ke r's p a st c ritic ism 
of the Russia investigation 
has raised questions about 
whether he can oversee it 
fa irly. The ethic s offic ia I sa id 
this week that a recusal 
was "a close call," but sug¬ 
gested that Whitaker re¬ 
move himself, even though 
he was not required to do 
so. 

Whitaker decided not to 
take the advice. 

Earlier Thursday, a person 
familiar with the matter 
who was not authorized 
to discuss it publicly told 
The Associated Press that 
Whitaker did not have to 
recuse himself from over¬ 
seeing the probe, but that 
wasn't the full picture. 

Later, a senior J ustice De¬ 
partment official provided 


a much more detailed ac¬ 
count of the ethics consul¬ 
tation. It showed that al¬ 
though Whitaker was not 
required to step aside from 
the investigation, the issue 
wasn't so clear-cut. That 
official would discuss the 
matter with reporters only 
on condition of anonymity. 


Members of Congress have 
expressed concerns about 
Whita ke r's p a st c ritic ism 
of special counsel Robert 
Mueller's investigation. The 
probe is looking at Rus¬ 
sian interference in the 
2016 election and ties to 
President Donald Trump's 
campaign. The investiga¬ 


tion had been overseen by 
Deputy Attorney General 
Rod Rosenstein until Trump 
ousted J eff Sessions as at¬ 
torney general last month 
and appointed Whita¬ 
ker. The senior official said 
Rosenstein continues to 
have day-to-day oversight 
of the probe. 

The official said that after 
Whitaker was appointed, 
he formed a group of four 
Justice Department offi¬ 
cials — led by a veteran 
U.S. attorney — to advise 
him on the transition and 
ethics process. That small 
group of officials met re¬ 
peatedly with the Justice 
Depa rtment's ca reer ethic s 
offic ia Is. 

Whitaker met with the eth¬ 
ics officials three times in 
the last six weeks, the senior 
official said. During one of 
those meetings the officials 
asked Whitaker about the 
comments he made as 
a legal commentator for 
CNN a bout his views of the 
Mueller investigation. The 
remarkswere made before 
he joined the Justice De¬ 
partment. 

Whitaker had once opined 
about a scenario in which 
Trump could fire Sessions 
and then appoint an act¬ 
ing attorney general who 
could stifle the funding of 
Mueller's probe. His other 
past public statements 
have included an op-ed 
article in which he said 


Mueller would be straying 
outside his mandate if he in¬ 
vestigated Trump's family fi¬ 
nances In a talk radio inter¬ 
view, Whitaker maintained 
there was no evidence of 
collusion between Russia 
and the Trump campaign 
during the 2016 election. 
Whitaker was not required 
to solicit a recommenda¬ 
tion from ethics officials 
and it was at Whitaker's dis¬ 
cretion whether he should 
recuse, the senior official 
said. Ethics officials had 
also told Whitaker's advis¬ 
ers that they had no prec¬ 
edent of another attorney 
general recusing them¬ 
selves because of a per¬ 
ceived conflict. 

Since taking office, Whita¬ 
ker has not been briefed 
on specific developments 
of the special counsel's in¬ 
vestigation and Rosenstein 
will continue to maintain 
day-to-day oversight for 
the foreseeable future, the 
offic ial added. 

However, the official said 
Whitakercan be briefed as 
the investigation movesfor- 
ward, though there isn't a 
set timetable yet on when 
that might begin. 
Rep.Jerrold Nadler, D-N.Y., 
who will take over as chair¬ 
man of the House J udicia- 
ry Committee in January, 
said it was "unacceptable" 
that Whitaker didn't in¬ 
form members of Congress 
abouthisdecision not to re¬ 
cuse himself and vowed to 
question Whitaker before 
the committee. 

"More concerning, at the 
moment, is the fact that 
career DOJ ethics officials 
appear to have had seri¬ 
ous concerns about Mr. 
Whitaker's ability and fit¬ 
ness to oversee the Special 
Counsel's investigation," 
Nadlersaid in a statement. 
The Justice Department is 
planning to send a letter 
to Senate Minority Leader 
Chuck Schumer about 
Whitaker's recusal decision 
and the ethics process la ter 
Thursday. The question of 
whether an attorney gen¬ 
eral can or should recuse 
from a particular criminal 
investigation has long been 
politically fraught, and de¬ 
cisions in both directions 
have had far-reaching 
ramifications^ 
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State audit slams San Diego 
response to hepatitis A outbreak

SAN DIEGO (AP) — The city 
and county of San Diego 
failed to quickly recognize 
and control a Hepatitis A 
outbreak that grew into 
one of the largest in recent 
history, killing 20 and send¬ 
ing nearly 400 to hospitals, 
according to a state audit 
released Thursday. 

The county lacked a con¬ 
crete hepatitis A preven¬ 
tion plan that led to a de¬ 
lay in getting the most vul¬ 
nerable residents vaccinat¬ 
ed, and mass vaccinations 
did not happen until after 
a health emergency had 
been declared, according 
to the audit conducted by 
the state auditor at the re¬ 
quest of lawmakers 
The disease killed 20 peo¬ 
ple, most of them home¬ 
less. More than 580 were 
infected, and nearly 400 
people were hospitalized. 
"The city was also slow to 
respond, according to the 
audit. Six months into the 
outbreak, the city began 
power-washing streets and 
installing hand-washing 
stations and public rest¬ 
rooms downtown, where 
streets were lined with tents 
of homeless people. 
Hepatitis A is a highly con- 
tag io us liver disease spread 
through dirty hands and 
other contact. 

Mike McConnell, an advo¬ 
cate for San Diego's home¬ 
less population, said the 
more he read the audit, 
'the more angry I got." He 
said officials did not act 
until an affluent resident 
went to the county board 
of supervisors after getting 
infected and expressed his 
concern, and then reports 
of the outbreak began to 
affect San Diego's tourism 
industry. 

'There wasjust negligence," 


he said. "Because the peo¬ 
ple being impacted were 
homeless people, there 
was not the same sense of 
urgency." 

The county did not share 
enough information with 
the city when the outbreak 
was detected in March 
2017, causing the city to 
not fully recognize the se¬ 
riousness of what was hap¬ 
pening and delaying its re¬ 
sponse, the audit found. 

If the county had admin¬ 
istered mass vaccinations 
sooner, the outbreak might 
not have grown to as large 
asitdid, the audit found. 
The number of new cases 
tripled to about 20 cases 
perweekfrom May through 
September 2017, com¬ 
pared with six new cases 
per week during March 
2017. 

More vaccinations were 
administered in September 
2017 than in the previous 
six months combined, and 
the effort led to a decline in 
new cases, the audit found. 
The county declared the 
outbreak over in October 
after 100 days passed with 
no new cases. 

The auditor said lawmak¬ 
ers should enact legisla¬ 
tion requiring local health 
officers to promptly notify 
local public entities within 
their jurisdictions about 
outbreaks that may affect 
them and provide the lo¬ 
cations of where casesare 
concentrated, the number 
of residents affected, and 
the measures that should 
be taken. 

The California Department 
of Public Health also should 
amend its disease out¬ 
break response plan to in¬ 
clude asking jurisdictions to 
set vaccination targets, es¬ 
tablish dates to meet those 
targets, and determine 
needed resources, the re¬ 


port said. 

Sa n Diego c ity government 
officials "agree with the 
recommendations, par¬ 
ticularly that the city and 
county should strengthen 
their relationship as it re¬ 
lates to responding to re¬ 
gional emergencies," said 
city chief operating officer 
Kris Mic hell.Q

The Trump administration 
miscalculated potential 
damages from train derail- 
mentswhen itcanceled an 
Obama-era rule requiring 
the installation of more ad¬ 
vanced brakes by railroads 
hauling explosive fuels, Ihe 
Associated Presshasfound. 
A government analysis 
used by the administration 
to justify the cancellation 
omitted up to $117 million 
in estimated future damag¬ 
es that could be avoided 
by using electronic brakes. 
The error could stoke re¬ 
newed criticism from sup¬ 
porters of the rule who say 
the ana lysis was biased. 
Department of Transpor¬ 
tation officials acknowl¬ 
edged the mistake after it 
was discovered by the AP 
during a review of federal 
documents, but said itdoes 
not change their decision 
not to install the brakes. 
Safety advocates, trans¬ 
portation union leaders 
and Democratic lawmak¬ 
ers oppose the adminis¬ 
tration's decision to kill the 
brake rule, which was in¬ 
cluded in a package of rail 
safety measures enacted 
in 2015 under President 
Barack Obama following 
dozens of accidents by 
trains hauling oil and etha¬ 
nol in the U.S. and Canada. 
The deadliest happened 
in Canada in 2013, when 
an unattended train car¬ 
rying crude oil rolled down 
an incline, came off the 
tracks in the town of Lac- 
Mega ntic and exploded 
into a massive ball of fire, 
killing 47 people and oblit¬ 
erating much of the Que¬ 


bec community's down¬ 
town. "There have been 
other fiery crashes and fuel 
spills in Alabama, Oregon, 
Montana, Virginia, West 
Virginia, North Dakota and 
Illinois. 

After the brake rule was 
enacted, lobbyists for the 
railroad and oil industries 
pushed to cancel it, citing 
the high cost of installing 
so-called electronic pneu¬ 
matic brakes and question¬ 
ing their effectiveness. 
Unlike other systems where 
brakesare applied sequen¬ 
tially along the length of a 
train, electronic pneumatic 
brakes, or ECP, work on all 
cars simultaneously. "That 
can reduce the distance 
and time a train needs to 
stop, and cause fewercars 
to derail. 


'These ECP bra kesa re very 
important for oil trains," 
said Steven Ditmeyer, a rail 
safety expert and former 
senior official at the Fed¬ 
eral Railroad Administra¬ 
tion. "It makesa greatdeal 
of sense: All the brakes get 
applied immediately, and 
there would be fewercars 
in the pileup." 

Under Obama, the Trans¬ 
portation Department de¬ 
termined the brakes would 
cost up to $664 million over 
20yearsand save between 
$470 million and $1.1 billion 
from accidents that would 
be avoided. 

"The Trump administra¬ 
tion reduced the range of 
benefits to between $131 
million and $374 million. 
Transportation department 
economists said in their 


analysis that the change 
was prompted in part by 
a reduction in oil train traf¬ 
fic in recent years, which 
meant there would be few¬ 
er derailments. 

"The transport of crude on 
U.S. railroads peaked in 
2014 when 540,000 tank 
cars shipped. "That fell to 
about 210,000 carloads last 
year, most of it from the 
Bakken oil patch of North 
Dakota and Montana, ac¬ 
cording to industry figures 
But in making their calcu¬ 
lations, the economists left 
out the most common type 
of derailments in which 
spilled and burning fuel 
causes property damage 
but no mass casualties, the 
AP found. Equipping fuel 
trainswithelectronic brakes 
would reduce damages 


from those derailments by 
an estimated $48 million to 
$117 million, according to 
Department of Transporta¬ 
tion estimatesthat were left 
out of the administration's 
fina I ta lly. 

Including the omitted ben¬ 
efits reducesthe netcostof 
the requirement to as low 
as $63 million under one 
scenario laid out by the 
agency. 

Transportation spokesman 
Bobby Frasersaid the omis¬ 
sion was unintentional and 
would not have changed 
September's decision to 
cancel the electronic 
brake requirement. Under 
the administration's analy¬ 
sis, the cost of the brakes 
would have outweighed 
the benefits even when 
considering estimated 
damages from derailments 
that were left out of the 
original findings 
Flowever, excluding those 
potential damages means 
the difference between 
costs and benefits would 
have been much narrower. 
A 2015 act of Congress 
mandated that the De¬ 
partment of Transportation 
repeal the braking require¬ 
ment if an ana lysis showed 
more costs than benefits 
Frasersaid a correction to 
the agency's findings will 
be published to the federal 
register, but the repeal will 
stand. 

"With the correction, in all 
scenarios costs still out¬ 
weigh benefits," Frasersaid. 
'Therefore, the outcome ... 
would not have changed." 
The Association of Ameri¬ 
can Railroads declined 
comment on the agency's

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Lawsuit Miss America leadeis illegally took overpageant

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) — 
A former board member 
and four states that have 
had their licenses termi¬ 
nated by the Miss America 
Organization are suing the 
group and its top leaders, 
claiming "an illegal and 
bad-faith takeover" of the 
pageant. 

A lawsuit filed Wednesday 
in Atlantic City by Jennifer 
Vaden Barth and pageant 
organizations from Penn¬ 
sylvania, Tennessee, West 
Virginia and Georgia asked 
a judge to void the actions 
of Chairwoman Gretchen 
Carlson and CEO Regina 
Hopper. It also seeks resto¬ 
ration of the situation that 
existed before the two as¬ 
sumed control of the Miss 
America Organization. 

The organization called the 
lawsuit meritless and part of 
"a yearlong orchestrated 
smear campaign." 
Numerous state organiza¬ 
tions have been battling 
pageant leadership, cit¬ 
ing dissatisfaction with the 
way the group is being run 
and with how a decision 
to eliminate the swimsuit 
competition from this year's 
pageant was reached. 
Carlson said opponents 
can sue all they want, but it 
won't bring swimsuits back 
to the Miss America pag¬ 
eant. 

'This is the first step in re¬ 
storing the integrity and 
credibility of Miss America, 
which has been a cultural 
icon since 1921," said Va¬ 


den Barth, a former Miss 
North Carolina and former 
Miss America board mem¬ 
ber who has been among 
the most vocal critics of the 
gnoup'scurrent leadership. 
'They have characterized 
anyone who opposes their 
decisions and those who 
are resistant to national 
pageant changes, primar¬ 
ily the elimination of the 
iconic swimsuit competi¬ 
tion, as troublemakers and 
a 'noisy minority,"' Vaden 
Barth said. 'This could not 
be any farther from the 
truth." 

Carlson issued her own 
statement saying the or¬ 
ganization dropped the 
swimsuit competition for 
well-documented reasons, 
including to make the pag¬ 
eant more relevant in to¬ 
day's society and to stop 
requiring young women to 
appear on stage in swim- 
suitsand heels to try to win 
money fortheir education. 
'Certain directors who vot¬ 
ed for the change later 
sought to seize control of 
the organization by spew¬ 
ing disinformation and 
aligning themselves with 
those who opposed the 
change," Carlson said. 
'These people have seri¬ 
ously harmed an organiza¬ 
tion they profess to care 
about, and have person¬ 
ally maligned its leadership 
as part of a scheme to take 
power and turn back the 
clock. Lawsuits will not rein¬ 
state swimsuits." 

The Miss America Organi¬ 
zation called the lawsuit a 


baseless move by "disgrun¬ 
tled and conflicted former 
directors who have little 
understanding of nonprofit 
governance." 

'The Miss America Organi¬ 
zation welcomes and re¬ 
spects differing opinions 
and encourages healthy 
and respectful debate on 
how best to pursue positive 
change," the statement 
read. 

"However, the ongoing 
baseless attacks driven by 
ulterior motives masquer¬ 
ading as altruism damage 
the organization and can¬ 
not continue." 

The litigation comes amid 
an ongoing struggle by 
state-level organizations to 
replace the pageant's top 
leaders. The parent group 
hasterminated ordeclined 
to renew the licenses of 


several state organizations 
and is shopping around for

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Spain, Catalonia leadeisagree to resolve political crisis

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) — 

Spain's prime minister and 
the leader of Catalonia 
emerged from a meeting 
Thursday with an agree¬ 
ment to find a solution to 
the political crisis that has 
festered since the region's 
failed secession attempt 
la st year. 

Following the talks in the 
Catalan city of Barcelona 
between Spanish leader 
Pedro Sanchez and Cata¬ 
lan head Quim Torra, their 
governments issued a joint 
statement calling for dia¬ 
logue to settle the fight. 

The statement said the 
central and regional gov¬ 
ernments recognize there 
is a conflict over Catalo¬ 
nia's future. But, it added, 
"Despite the notable differ¬ 
ences about its origin, na¬ 
ture and ways of resolution, 
they share, above all, the 
commitment for effective 
dialogue that is linked to a 
political proposal that has 
the backing of large part 
of Catalan society." 

The two sides also agreed 
to have members of their 


governments meet again 
in J anuary. 

The Spanish and Catalan 
governments have been 
at odds since the Catalan 
Parliament issued an inef¬ 
fective declaration of inde¬ 
pendence last year, which 
was ruled unconstitutional 
by the courts and led to 
a temporary takeover of 
regional affairs by Spanish 


authorities. Several leaders 
ofthe secession movement 
were jailed. 

Sanchez and Torra sat 
down for the first time last 
J uly in a n initia I step by the 
Spanish prime minister to 
mend relations with Cata¬ 
lonia's separatist leaders 
since they both took power 
earlierthisyear. 

Their second meeting took 


place in Barcelona's Palau 
de Pedralbes, a former pal¬ 
ace surrounded by walled 
gardens that once housed 
Spanish royalty.Torra shook 
hands with Sanchez on 
his a nival and they spoke 
briefly as they walked into 
the building, which belongs 
to the regional govern¬ 
ment. 

"We all must open a new 


chapter, a cha pterin which 
confrontation becomes 
concord," Sanchez told a 
Catalan business forum at 
a nearby hotel shortly after 
seeing Torra. 

"Against the polarization of 
society, cohesion. Against 
posturing and noise, dia¬ 
logue, dialogue and dia¬ 
logue,"Sanchez said. 

Torra also attended the 
forum and said that "both 
governments share the 
idea of finding a demo¬ 
cratic solution." 

Despite the willingness 
shown by both sidesto talk, 
neither hid how far apart 
they still are on agreeing to 
the way to resolve Spain's 
worst political crisis in nearly 
three decades 
Catalan government 
spokeswoman Elsa Artadi 
told reporters after the 
meeting that Torra's posi¬ 
tion remains that a legal 
binding referendum on in¬ 
dependence isthe answer. 
Spain's minister of territorial 
affairs, Meritxell Batet, said 
the federal government 
has not budged from its 
position that such a refer¬

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Disgraced German reporter stripped of

BERLIN (AP) — A German 
journalist who was found to 
have made up information 
for numerous published arti¬ 
cles is being stripped of two 
awards he received in 2014 
from CNN International, the 
broadcastersaid Thursday. 
In a statement to The Asso¬ 


ciated Press, CNN Interna¬ 
tional said the independent 
panel of judges that gave 
Claas Relotius the "journal¬ 
ist of the Year" and "Print 
J oumalistofthe Year" prizes 
decided unanimously to re¬ 
scind the honors following 
the reporting fraud revela¬ 
tions. 


The German Reporters Fo¬ 
rum said Relotius contact¬ 
ed the group about return¬ 
ing the four awards it gave 
him in recent years and to 
apologize. 

German magazine Der 
Spiegel announced 

Wednesday that Relotius, 
who worked for the publi¬ 
cation first as a freelancer 
and laterfull-time, had fab¬ 
ricated interviewsand facts 
in at least 14 articles. 

The fraud, which Spiegel 
described as "a low point" 
in its 70-year history, was 
widely condemned in Ger¬ 
many but also drew rebuke 
in the United States, where 
Relotius claimed to have re¬ 
ported many of his artic les. 
In a lengthy blog post, two 
Minnesota residents de¬ 
scribed the suspicions they 
had about Relotius 1 work 
after he visited the town of

By GREGORY KATZ 
Associated Press 
LONDON (AP) — Drones 
buzzing over the runway 
forced the shutdown of 
London's Gatwick Airport 
on Thursday during one 
of the busiest times of the 
year, stranding or delay¬ 
ing tens of thousands of 
Christmas-season travelers 
and setting off a hunt for 
the operator of the intrud¬ 
ing aircraft. 

The prospect of a deadly 
collision between what po¬ 
lice described as industrial- 
grade drones and an air¬ 
liner led authorities to stop 
aII flights in and out. 

Police said they had no 
doubt the intrusion was a 
deliberate attempt to dis¬ 
rupt operations at the air¬ 
port during a peak period, 
but there were "absolutely 
no indications to suggest 
this is terror-re la ted." 

About 20 police units from 
two forces tried to zero in 
on the drone operatorafter 
the first sighting over Gat¬ 
wick on Wednesday eve¬ 
ning. Police told airport offi- 
c ia Is it wa s too risky to try to 


shoot down the two drones 
— stray bullets might kill 
someone. 

"Each time we believe we 
get close to the opera¬ 
tor, the drone disappears. 
When we look to reopen 
the airfield, the drone re¬ 
appears," said Sussex Po¬ 
lice Superintendent J ustin 
Burtenshaw. He said the 


newer-gene ration drones 
are biggerand have more 
range, making it harder for 
police to locate the person 
controlling the device. 
Defense Secretary Gavin 
Williamson said the military 
would be deployed to help 
police. He said the armed 
forces would bring "unique 
capabilities" but gave no 


details. 

With drones booming in 
popularity and becoming 
increasingly affordable, 
aviation authorities have 
been warning in recent 
years about the risk of a 
catastrophic collision with 
an airliner, and Britain — 
and the U.S. — have tight¬ 
ened restrictions Drones 


could get sucked into a jet 
engine or crash through a 
windshield, incapacitating 
the pilot. 

The crisis at Gatwick had a 
ripple effect on air travel in 
Britain, continental Europe 
and beyond as incoming 
flights were sent to other lo¬ 
cations and outgoing ones 
were grounded. British au¬ 
thorities said they would lift 
some night-flight noise re¬ 
strictions a t othe r a irp o rts to 
ease the congestion. 
Travelers described freez¬ 
ing conditions overnight 
at Gatwick as hundreds 
slept on benches and 
floors, and passengers and 
their families complained 
they weren't being kept 
informed about re-routed 
flights. 'We understand it's 
an emergency situation, 
but the lack of informa¬ 
tion is really surprising," said 
Vanessa Avila, an Ameri¬ 
can based in Britain who 
works for the U.S. military. 
Her mother was on a flight 
from Florida to Gatwick 
that ended up landing in 
the northern English city of 
Manchester.Q 


Israel, Greece, Cyprus to ink natural gas pipeline deal

JERUSALEM (AP) — Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netan¬ 
yahu on Thursday said that 
Israel, Greece and Cyprus 
will sign an agreement 
early next year to build a 
pipeline to carry natural 
gasfrom the eastern Medi¬ 
terranean to Europe, while 
the United States pledged 
its support forthe ambitious 
project. 

The $7 billion project, ex¬ 
pected to take six or seven 
years to complete, prom¬ 
ises to reshape the region 
as an energy provider and 
dent Russia's dominance 
overthe European energy 
market. It also could cur¬ 
tail Iranian ambitions to use 
Syria as a gateway to the 
eastern Mediterranean. 
Speaking at a summit with 
the Greek and Cypriot 
leaders in southern Israel, 
Netanyahu said the three 
nations reaffirmed their 
commitment to the pipe¬ 
line and discussed "impor¬ 
tant aspects" of the proj¬ 


ect. Italy is also a partner 
in the pipeline's planning. 
Cyprus President Nicos An¬ 
astasiades said the project 
is waiting fora green light 
from the European Union to 
move forward. 

'We're going to sign formal¬ 
ly, officially, this agreement 
in a few months," he said. 

In another boost for the 
project, U.S. Ambassador 
David Friedman hailed the 
pipeline as integral to the 
"stability and prosperity of 
the Middle East and Eu¬ 
rope," and urged all coun¬ 
tries in the region to ensure 
its sue cess. 

Washington is eyeing the 
east Mediterranean with 
renewed interest. In a 
meeting with the Greek 
foreign minister earlier this 
month, U.S. Secretary of 
State Mike Pompeio called 
the region "an important 
strategic frontier" for Wash¬ 
ington, which is working to 
strengthen its relations with 
"democratic alliesthere like 
Greece and Cyprusand Is¬ 


rael." 

Israel has been develop¬ 
ing natural gas fields off 
its Mediterranean coast 
for the past decade. Its 
'Tamar" field already is op¬ 
erational, while the larger 
"Leviathan" field is expect¬ 
ed to be operational next 
year. While most of its gas 
is used domestically, it has 
signed export deals with 
Egypt and J ordan and has 
its eyes on the larger Euro¬ 
pean market. 

The proposed pipeline 
would allow Israel and 
Cyprus to export their re¬ 
cently discovered offshore 
reserves to Italy and even¬ 
tually to the rest of Europe. 
Greece, which would act 
as a conduit forthe gas to 
the continent, could also 
use the pipeline to convey 
any hydrocarbons poten¬ 
tially found in its own wa¬ 
ters. 

This would potentially trans¬ 
form the countries' econo¬ 
mies while also diversifying 
Europe's gas supply and 


reduce its dependence 
on Russia. Developing the 
region's hydrocarbon re¬ 
serves would also serve to 
curb Teheran's bid to "open 
a window"to the east Med¬ 
iterranean through Syria, 
Assista nt Secreta ry of State 
Wess Mitchell told Greek 
language newspaper 
Kathimerini in an interview 
published this week. 


At Thursday's summit, the 
leaders offered no details 
of a construction time¬ 
line. The countries also 
pledged to cooperate in 
cyber security, while Israel 
and Cyprus signed a pre¬ 
liminary deal on technical 
cooperation and Israeland 
Greece reached a frame¬ 
work agreement on satel¬ 
lite technologyO 
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ftitin issues ominous warning on rising nuclear war threat

MOSCOW(AP) — The world 
is facing a rising threat of 
a nuclear war because of 
the U.S. pullout from arms 
control treaties and its de¬ 
stabilizing military plans, 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin said Thursday 
Speaking at his annual 
news conference, Putin 
warned that "it could lead 
to the destruction, of civili¬ 
zation asa whole and may¬ 
be even our planet." 

The Russian leader added 
thateven though a nuclear 
conflict now seems impos¬ 
sible to most, the danger is 
close and real. 

'We are witnessing the 
breakup of the arms con¬ 
trol system,"he said. 

He pointed at Washington's 
intention to walk away 
from the 1987 Intermedi¬ 
ate-Range Nuclear Forces 
Treaty and its reluctance to 
negotiate the extension of 
the 2010 New STARTagree- 
ment. U.S. officials say the 
withdrawal from the INF 
was prompted by Russian 
violations of the treaty, but 
Moscow vehemently de- 
niesany breaches. 

'We will have to ensure our 


security," Putin said during 
the news conference that 
lasted nearly four hours. 
"And they shouldn't squeak 
later about us gaining uni¬ 
lateral advantages. We 
aren't seeking advantages, 


we are trying to preserve 
the balance and ensure 
our security." 

The Russian leader also 
scoffed at Western allega¬ 
tions that he is reaching for 
global domination, reject¬ 


ing them aspartof a smear 
campaign driven by do¬ 
mestic policy. 

"As for ruling the world, we 
know where the headquar¬ 
ters trying to do that are lo¬ 
cated, and the place isn't 
Moscow," he said, noting 
thatthe Pentagon'sannual 
budget of over $700 bil¬ 
lion dwarfs Russia's defense 
spending of $46 billion. 

He dismissed claims that 
Russia is interfering abroad, 
from a nerve agent poison¬ 
ing in Britain to an alleged 
effort to infiltrate the U.S. 
National Rifle Association, 
charging that those accu¬ 
sations are part of U.S.-led 
efforts to paint Russia as a 
bugaboo to strengthen the 
Western allies' unity. 

'They need an external 
threatto cement NATO uni¬ 
ty," Putin said, accusing the 
U.S. and its allies of exploit¬ 
ing "phobias of the past" to 
achieve domestic political 
goals. 

Russia's hopes for repairing 
tieswith the U.S. underPres- 
ident Donald Trump have 
fizzled amid allegations of 
Russian meddling in the 
2016 election — charges 
Putin hasdenied. 

He noted that he's still 
keeping the door open for 
a meeting with Trump, but 
added that the prospect 
for that looks increasingly 


dim in view of the Demo¬ 
crats winning control of the 
House. 

'You can predict new at¬ 
tacks on the president with 
100-percent probability," 
Putin said. "I don't know if 
he could engage in a di¬ 
rect dialogue with Russia in 
such conditions." 

He charged that that the 
continuing U.S. political 
infighting reflects a "lack 
of respect for voters" who 
elected Trump. 'They don't 
want to acknowledge his 
victory and do everything 
to delegitimize the presi¬ 
dent," Putin added. 

He insisted that a Russian 
woman in U.S. custody has 
not earned out any mission 
forthe Russian government, 
even though she pleaded 
guilty earlier this month to 
acting as a covert agent 
of the government. Putin 
claimed that Maria Butina 
— accused of trying to in¬ 
filtrate the NRA and Ameri¬ 
can conservative circles 
around the time of Trump's 
election — made the guilty 
plea because of the threat 
of a long prison sentence in 
the case, which Putin de¬ 
scribed asfabricated. 

Amid a litany of complaints 
over Washington's policies, 
Putin had one nice thing to 
sayaboutthe United States: 
He welcomed Trump's de¬ 
cision to withdraw the U.S. 
military from Syria. 

The U.S. "hasdone the right 
thing," Putin said, reaffirm¬ 
ing the long-held Russian 
argument that the U.S. pres¬ 
ence in Syria is illegitimate 
because it wasn't vetted 
bythe U.N. Security Council 
orapproved by Syrian Pres¬ 
ident Bashar Assad's gov¬ 
ernment. The pullout is a Iso 
likely to strengthen Russia's 
role in Syria's future. 

He showed no sign of 
backing down from Russia's 
stance on Ukraine, accus¬ 
ing his Ukrainian counter¬ 
part of provoking a naval 
standoff with Russia to boost 
hiselectoral prospects The 
Russian coast guard fired 
upon and seized three 
Ukrainian naval vessels and 
24 sea men when they tried 
to sail from the Black Sea 
into the Sea of Azov in what 
the U.S. and its NATO allies 
condemned as unjustified 
use of force by Russia .□

Congo delays presidential vote until Dec. 30, citing fire

KINSHASA, Congo (AP) — 

Congo's electoral commis¬ 
sion on Thursday delayed 
the country's long-awaited 
presidential election until 
Dec. 30, citing a recent fire 
that destroyed 80 percent 
of the voting machines in 
the capital. 

The vote had been sched¬ 
uled for Sunday. This is the 
latest of several delays 
in the election originally 
scheduled for late 2016, 
amid opposition concerns 
that President Joseph 
Kabila had been looking 
for ways to stay in power. 
Kabila, in office since 2001, 
earlierthis year announced 
he would step aside. 

After last week's fine de¬ 
stroyed some 8,000 voting 
machines in Kinshasa, of¬ 
ficials found replacement 
machines but had to get 5 
million new ballots printed 
and prepared, said Cor¬ 
neille Nangaa, head ofthe 
national electoral commis¬ 
sion. 

He called on the country 
of some 40 million voters for 
calm. The delay of even a 
week could spark another 
wave of unrest. 

Some protesters quickly 
gathered outside the elec¬ 
toral commission's offices 
to demonstrate against the 
decision to postpone the 
vote. 

"Nangaa speaks nonsense. 
They didn't organize the 
election in seven years and 
they want us to believe 
they will be ready in seven 
days? Kabila is sabotaging 
the election. Kabila must 
go," said Fiston Adumba, 


32. 

Tensions have been rising in 
Congo, which has not had 
a peaceful, democratic 
change of leader since 
it became independent 
from Belgium in 1960. 

On Wednesday the gover¬ 
nor of Kinshasa, Andre Kim- 
buta, banned all election 
rallies in the capital, citing 
sec urity c o nc e ms. Tha t p re- 
vented opposition leader 
Martin Fayulu from holding 
a rally. Thousands of angry 
supporters gathered but 
police dispersed them with 
teargas. 

"No postponement is jus¬ 
tifiable," Fayulu's coalition 
said in a statement late 
Thursday, saying it would 
not accept the delay and 
accusing Kabila of trying to 
stay in power and "contin¬ 
ue to loot the country." 

"For us, it's a decision that 
bothers us ... but we bow 
to it," Kikaya Bin Karubi, 
Kabila's special adviser 
and a spokesman for ruling 
party candidate Emmanu¬ 
el Ramazani Shadary, told 
The Associated Press. 
Several people have been 
killed in recent days at 
chaotic opposition ral¬ 
lies in various parts of the 
country, leading the U.N. 
Security Council to issue a 
statement this week ca Ming 
on Congo's government 
to "swiftly investigate." The 
council also called fora "vi¬ 
olence-free environment." 
On Dec. 12, the U.N.'s spe¬ 
cial representative in Con¬ 
go denounced 'the obsta¬ 
cles encountered by some 
opposition candidates 
during their efforts to hold 
public meetings in certain 
cities around the country." 
Among several incidents, 


Fayulu was prevented from 
landing in Kindu where he 
was scheduled hold a rally 
on Dec. 9, according to his 
campaign manager, Pierre 
Lumbi. 

"I am concerned by the 
growing tensions... and the 
risk of escalating violence 
thatcould lead to the com¬ 
mission of grave crimes," 
the prosecutor for the In¬ 
ternational Criminal Court, 
Fatou Bensouda, said in 
a statement on Thursday. 
She warned that anyone 
who "incites or participates 
in mass violence" could be 
prosecuted .□

has asked the courts to 
charge him with crimes as 
soon as he leaves office at 
the year's end. 

Attorney General Raquel 
Dodge filed a request late 
Wednesday asking the Su¬ 
preme Court to assign the 
case to a lower court after 
Temer loses his limited pro- 
tectionsfrom prosecution. 
'The evidence we have 
collected in our investiga¬ 
tions points to an ongoing 
pernicious scheme based 
on trading favors, with Mi¬ 
chele Temer at the center 
creating an institutional¬ 
ized system of corruption," 
Dodge said. 

The case focused on Grupo 
Rodrimar, a company ac¬ 
cused of funneling bribes 


through companies asso¬ 
ciated with the president. 
Prosecutors say one of 
the companies, Argeplan, 
paid for renovations of Te¬ 
nner's residence in 2000 
and again for his daughter 
Maristela's house in 2014. 
Argeplan paid contrac¬ 


tors in cash much of the 
$330,000 spent on Maris¬ 
tela's home according to 
Dodge. 

Temer issued a statement 
denying the allegations, 
saying he would "estab¬ 
lish through the courts that 
there was no irregularity in 


my actions involving the 
ports and there were no 
improper benefits to any 
company." 

The petition listed five other 
individuals that the attor¬ 
ney general said took part 
in the scheme and asked 
that they be fined US$8.5 
million. 

Brazilian law protects sitting 
presidentsa gainst prosecu- 
tions by requiring a vote 
of Congress to authorize 
charges against a sitting 
president are pursued. On 
two earlier occasions, law¬ 
makers refused to authorize 
prosecution of Temer on 
othercases 

But with Temer set to leave 
office in less than two 
weeks, Dodge asked the 
Supreme Court to assign 
the complaint to a low¬ 
er court as of J an. 1, the 
first day of the new gov¬ 
ernment. There is also a 
chance prosecutors could 
revive the earlier attempts 
at prosecution that were 


blocked by Congress. 
Temer assumed Brazil's 
presidential office in August 
2016 after President Dilma 
Rousseff was impeached 
and removed on charges 
of criminal, administrative 
misconduct. 

The incoming administra¬ 
tion also ran into corruption 
controversies even before 
taking office. 

A Sao Paulo courtthisweek 
convicted President-elect 
Jair Bolsonaro's nominee 
for environment minister 
of fraud when he served 
as Sao Paulo state's envi¬ 
ronment minister between 
2016and 2018. 

The court ruling published 
Wednesday said he modi¬ 
fied an environmental pro¬ 
tection plan for the Tiete 
River area to favor mining 
interests. 

The court suspended hispo- 
litical rights for three years 
and imposed a fine,though 
itcan be appealed.□

The news came several 
hounsafterGordon said he 
was stepping away from 
football to focus on his 
mental health. 

Gordon said on Twitter 
his decision was spurred 
by his own feelings that 
he could have a better 
grasp on things mentally.

But you 
can't really compare the 
two eras. Everything is 
much more professional 
nowadays."

"I'd like to think that regard¬ 
less of what the outcome 
is, it's the same, but hu¬ 
man nature doesn't really 
allow that," McVay said.

A congressional review of 
the U.S. Olympic system's 
handling of sex-abuse cas¬ 
es criticizes a culture that 
sought to protect reputa¬ 
tion and image over ath¬ 
lete safety. 

A House subcommittee re¬ 
leased the report Thursday, 
outlining conclusionsabout 
the handling of sex-abuse 
cases involving Larry Nassar 
and others that have led to 
calls for change at the U.S. 
Olympic Committee and 
the sports organizations it 
oversees. 

The report acknowledges 
the changes that have 
come since Nassar'scrimes 
were exposed. But it criti¬ 
cizes the lack of confor¬ 
mity among the organiza¬ 
tions, noting some didn't 
use background checks or 
publish banned lists 


The panel's recommenda¬ 
tions include a review of 
the law that governs the 
USOC, and the USOC using 
its authority to more active¬ 
ly protect athletes. 

USOC CEO Sarah Hirshland 
pointed out the federation 
formed the U.S. Center for 
SafeSport and is reviewing 
how it engages with the 
national governing bod¬ 
ies and athletes A report 
commissioned by former 
WNBA President Usa Bor¬ 
ders is expected next year. 
'We will continue to do the 
work necessary to devel¬ 
op a healthy culture that 
keeps athletes safe and al¬ 
lows them to be their very 
best,"Hirshland said. 

In one of the most striking 
examples of the diffuse 
policiesthat exist in the U.S. 
Olympic system, the report 
included a table detail¬ 
ing each NGB's policy on 


how it handlesbanned lists 
Each response was differ¬ 
ent; 18 of the NGBsdo not 
publish their lists 
Those differences are part 
of what has made it difficult 
forthe SafeSport Centerto 
publish a comprehensive 
list of all banned people — 
among the many tasks it 
was given when it was es¬ 
tablished in March 2017. 

The report said perhaps its 
most troubling finding was 
a culture that prioritized im¬ 
age oversafety. 

It included instructions to 
panels that deliver sanc¬ 
tions that included 'the ef¬ 
fect on the USOC's reputa- 
tion"asone ofthe facto rsto 
considerwhen deciding on 
penalties. That bullet point 
hassince been removed. 
Also in the report wasa de¬ 
position from a USOC attor¬ 
ney that underscores the 
general state of confusion 


about the relationship be¬ 
tween the USOC, the NGBs 
and the athletes. On a day- 
to-day basis, NGBs have 
more direct contact with 
athletes than the USOC. 
Meanwhile, the USOC pro¬ 
vides funding to NGBs but 
doesn't have much say in 
theiroperation.

— Rudolph and friends no 
longer need to rely on the 
famous reindeer's red nose 
to avoid getting lost. Now 
they have wireless technol¬ 
ogy. 

To keep track of their ani¬ 
mals in Lapland, Northern 
Finland's vast and remote 
snow-covered forests, rein¬ 
deer herders are turning to 
technology by fitting them 
with internet-connected 
collars. 

Herders who previously 
spent weeks searching for 
their reindeer in sub-zero 
wildemesscan now instant¬ 
ly see where they are on a 
mobile app that receives 
up-to-date location data. 


NEW YORK (AP) — A report 
on Twitter by the human 
rights group Amnesty Inter¬ 
national is gaining traction 
and the company's shares 
were punished Thursday, 
suffering one of their worst 
declinesthis year. 

The report, released earlier 
this week, said the social 
media platform has per¬ 
mitted a toxic online cul¬ 
ture that allows pervasive 
abuse of women. 

While reportsfrom Amnesty 
International are not regu¬ 
lar reading on Wall Street, 
the Citron Research news¬ 
letter^. On Thursday, Citron 
editor Andrew Left cited 
the report and called Twit¬ 
ter the "Harvey Weinstein" 
of social media. 

Shares of Twitter Inc. 
plunged 13 percent in mid¬ 
day trading. 

Amnesty and data firm El¬ 
ement Al scoured through 
288,000 tweets sent to al¬ 
most 800 women politicians 
and journalists in 2017. Ele¬ 
ment calculated that 1.1 
million abusive or problem¬ 
atic tweets were sent to 
those women last year, or, 
Amnesty said, about one 
every 30 seconds 
Researchers found that 
women of colorwere much 
more likely, 34 percent, to 


be the subject of problem¬ 
atic tweets 

Vijaya Gadde, the legal, 
policy, trust and safety 
global lead at Twitter, said 
in a response to Amnesty 
that the company desires 
a healthy and transparent 
discourse. 

'Twitter's health is mea¬ 
sured by how we help en¬ 
courage more healthy de¬ 
bate, conversations, and 
critical thinking," Gadde 
said. 'Conversely, abuse, 
malicious automation, and 
manipulation detract from 
the health of Twitter. We 
are committed to holding 
ourselves publicly account¬ 
able towards progress in 


this regard." 

After weeks of castigation 
at Facebook over now 
well-known privacy issues, 
investors have grown leery

Lapland's reindeer are the 
main source of livelihood 
for about 1,500 herders, 
so there's high interest in 
technology that can help 
manage them. Koivisto is 
using the latest generation 
of wireless collars made 
possible by a group that in¬ 
cludes Helsinki-based com- 
municationsfirm Digita and 
Finland's Reindeer Herding 
Association. The associa¬ 
tion is based in Rovaniemi, 
which bills itself as the "of¬ 
ficial hometown of Santa 
Claus" 

'We have fewer workers, 
so their actions should be 
more and more efficient all 
the time," and this technol¬ 
ogy lets them do that, said 
Koivisto. Since he started 
using the technology, he 
has only had to hire ha If the 
usual numberof workers. 
The technology can also 
help herders account for 
attacks from predators 
such aswolverinesand lynx 
that roam across the Rus¬ 
sian border. 

At least 5,000 reindeer are 
killed every year, accord¬ 
ing to the herding asso¬ 
ciation. Most that die in 
Lapland's forests are never 
found. Koivisto says he loses 
about 8 percent of his herd 
annually. 

The collars, which use GPS 
satellite positioning and 
special long-distance wire¬ 
less networks, help herders 
find reindeer corpses so 
they can claim valuable 
compensation from the 
Finnish government. 


If a collar-fitted reindeer 
doesn't move after about 
fourhours, its icon changes 
from green to red on the 
app, signaling a potential 
attack. 

To best locate groups of 
reindeer, which are bred 
fortheirmeat, milk and fur, 
the trackers are fitted on 
the herd'sfemale leader. 

"In the old days, we roughly 
knew reindeer locations, 
in whic h pa rt of the d istrict 
they were,"said herderjar- 
no Konttaniemi. "Buttoday, 
with this technology, we 
know exactly where they 
are." 

Digita built the long-range 
network, which it says is the 
world 'smost northerly "Inter¬ 
net of Things" network. The 
"Internet of Things" refers 
to the next generation of 
devicesand everyday ob¬ 
jects thatare connected to 
the internet. 

While reindeer herding has 
rootsgoing back hundreds 
of years, "at least some of 
the reindeer owners are 
really up-to-date when it 
comes to using technolo¬ 
gy," said Ari Kuukka, Digita's 
head of "Internet of Things" 
services. 

The herding association has 
been working foryearson a 
reliable GPS reindeertrack¬ 
ing system. The main chal¬ 
lenge was coming up with 
a device that was cheap 
but had a long-lasting bat¬ 
tery. 

The third and latest proto¬ 
type is the size of a deck 
of cards, stays charged for 
about a year, and costs 
a bout 90 euros ($102). 

The herding association 
hopes to eventually shrink 
the transmitter down to a 
coin-sized microchip that 
can be attached to a rein¬ 
deer's ear, said MattiSarke- 
la, the herding association's 
head of office who has 
previously helped develop 
a mobile app that alerts 
drivers to re indeer near Fin¬ 
land'soften icy roads. 

He hopes embracing new 
technologies can inspire 
the younger generation to 
carry on the herding tradi¬ 
tion. 

"It has brought a lot of 
young people into our in¬ 
dustry all the time," said 
Sa rkela. "It's a re a lly positive

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Japan considers leaving 
IWC to resume commercial 
whale hunts 


TOKYO (AP) — Japan is 
considering leaving the In¬ 
ternational Whaling Com¬ 
mission to resume com¬ 
mercial hunts, the Fisheries 
Agency said "Thursday, af¬ 
ter unsuccessfully cam¬ 
paigning fordecades with¬ 
in the organization to gain 
supportforthe cause. 

"The agency said officials 
haven't made a final de¬ 
cision but are considering 
the step. 

Japan's request for a re¬ 
sumption of commercial 
whaling was most recently 
denied at the IWC meet¬ 
ing in September. IWC im¬ 
posed a moratorium on 
commercial whaling in 
the 1980s due to dwindling 
stocks. 

Japan has since switched 
to what it calls research 
whaling, and says stocks 
have recovered enough 
that commercial hunts 
should resume. 

Japanese officials have 
said the whaling organi¬ 
zation is supposed to pur¬ 
sue sustainability but has 
become an anti-whaling 
body. "They criticize what 
they call the whaling com¬ 
mission's lack of tolerance 
of diverse views on whaling 
and its inability to resolve 
the long divide between 
conservationists and sup¬ 
porters of whale use. 

If withdrawing, Japan has 
to notify IWC byj an. 1, ac¬ 
cording to Kyodo News 
"The news was met with a 
mixed reaction in J a pan. 

"I support a government 
decision" to withdraw, for¬ 
mer Defense Minister Itsu- 
nori Onodera, who cur¬ 
rently serves as adviser to 
the ruling Liberal Demo¬ 
cratic Party's fisheries com¬ 
mittee, said in an interview 
with Japan's NHK televi¬ 
sion. "I have attended IWC 
meetings several times in 
the past, and I was struck 
by their extremely biased 
views," he said. "IWC has 
become a dysfunctional 
organization." 

Ruling party members, 
many of whom support re¬ 
suming commercial whal¬ 
ing as part of J a pan's tra¬ 
ditional food culture, said 


it's not helpful to stay in the 
IWC. But Masayuki Komat¬ 
su, a former fisheries official 
who represented J apan at 
IWC, questioned if Japan 
gains anything from with¬ 
drawing. "I doubt if a with¬ 
drawal improves the cur¬ 
rent situation," he told NHK. 
Japan has hunted whales 
for centuries It has re¬ 
duced its catch follow¬ 
ing international protests 
and declining demand for 
whale meatathome. 
Opponents say J a pan's re¬ 
search whaling is a cover 
for commercial whaling 
because the whale meat is 
sold forfood. 

Japan annually consumes 
about 5,000 tons of whale 
meat from the research 
hunts, mainly by the older 
generation who feel nos¬ 
talgic about the meat. 
But critics say they doubt 
if a country with an aging 
and shrinking population 
can develop a sustainable 
whaling industry if it returns 
to commercial hunts. Many 
younger people don't see 
whalesasfood. 

Japan cut back on its 
catch after a 2014 interna¬ 
tional court ruling. Japan's 
Antarctic catch is now 
capped at 333 whales a 
year— a bout a third of the 
quota before a 2014 Inter¬

The U.S. government told 
doctors Wednesday to 
consider prescribing medi¬ 
cations that reverse over¬ 
doses to many more pa- 
tientswho take opioid pain¬ 
killers in a move that could 
add more than $1 billion in 
health care costs. 

Assistant Secretary for 
Health Brett Ginoir, a doc- 
torappointed by President 
Donald Trump, announced 
the guidance, saying it's 
important fordoctorsto dis- 
cussovendose dangerswith 
patients 

Prescribing naloxone such 
as Narcan along with opi¬ 
oids forces a conversation 
that will lead to "a more in¬ 
formed decision by the pa¬ 
tient," he said. 

The action comes a day 
after a close vote from a 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion expert panel endorsing 
the idea of rewriting opi¬ 
oid drug labels to include 
a naloxone recommen¬ 
dation for many or all pa¬ 
tients An FDA document 
said such a move could 
add more than $1 billion in 
health care costs. 

"Even at a billion, it would 


be an investment that is 
well worth it," G iroir sa id. 
More than 47,600 Ameri¬ 
cans died of opioid over¬ 
doses last year, a toll that 
has been rising for two de¬ 
cades The street drug fen- 
tanyl is the top killertoday, 
but prescription painkillers 
are still a problem, contrib¬ 
uting to nearly 15,000 over¬ 
dose deaths last year. 


Naloxone comes in a na¬ 
sal spray, an injection and 
an automatic injector. The 
Narcan nasal spray costs 
about $125 for a two-dose 
kit, although government 
programscan get it for less 
The automatic injectorcan 
cost as much as $4,000 per 
kit, although its maker re¬ 
cently authorized a cheap- 
ergeneric version. 


Critics said prescribing the 
antidote to pain patients 
does not addressthe grow¬ 
ing share offataI overdoses 
caused by illicit opioids, 
and could cause shortages 
for programs that hand out 
the kits to street drug users. 
It "will have the unintended 
consequence of derailing 
efforts to provide nalox¬ 
one to the very effective 


community programs we 
know are successful in sav¬ 
ing lives," said Dr. Raeford 
E. Brown J r„ who heads an 
expert panel advising the 
FDA. 

The new guidance tells 
doctors to consider pre¬ 
scribing the antidote to 
patients on high doses of 
opioids, heavy drinkers, 
people with sleep apnea 
and other breathing prob¬ 
lems, people taking benzo¬ 
diazepines such as Xanax 
and people with addiction 
or mental health problems. 
It expands upon a similar 
recommendation from the 
Centers for Disease Control 
a nd Prevention. In April, U.S. 
Surgeon General Jerome 
Adams issued the office's 
first national public health 
advisory in 13 years, calling 
on more Americans to start 
carrying naloxone and urg¬ 
ing more federal money to 
be dedicated to broaden¬ 
ing access. Most states al¬ 
low people to get naloxone 
from a pharmacy or com¬ 
munity program under a 
statewide prescription and 
some statesrequire doctors 
to also prescribe naloxone 
to patientson high dosesof 
opioidsQ

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Scientists lobby Mexico president over 
endangered porpoise

MEXICO CITY (AP) — A 

group of prominent sci¬ 
entists issued an appeal 
Wednesday to Mexico's 
new president, Andres 
Manuel Lopez Obrador, 
calling on him to take the 
unprecedented step of 
outlawing the possession of 
gill nets in the upperGulf of 
California to save the criti¬ 
cally endangered vaquita 
porpoise. 

The vaquita is the world's 
smallest and most endan¬ 
gered porpoise, and lives 
only in the Gulf, also known 
as the Sea of Cortez. Ex¬ 
perts say asfew asl5 ofthe 
marine mamma Is remain in 
the wild, and none have 
ever been held in captivity. 
The vaquita has been driv¬ 
en to the brink of extinc¬ 
tion by gill nets set illegally 


to catch totoaba, a fish 
whose swim bladder com¬ 
mands astronomical prices 
and is considered a deli¬ 
cacy in China. Vaquitas 
become entangled in the 
totoaba nets and drown. 
While the Mexican govern¬ 
ment has banned the use 
of such nets in the vaquita's 
known range, the rule has 
been almost impossible to 
enforce. 

So the scientists are calling 
in an open letter to Lopez 
Obradoristop environmen¬ 
tal officia Is that the govern¬ 
ment ban possession ofthe 
nets in the whole a rea. The 
researchers also called for 
land patrols and inspec¬ 
tions of boats setting out 
to sea to enforce the ban. 
At present, authorities pa¬ 
trol the area but poachers 
often flee in high-powered 
boatsand make it to shore. 


'This is the only practical 
option for effectively en¬ 
forcing the law," wrote the 
scientists, who included ex¬ 
perts like Barbara Taylor at 
the U.S. National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Admin¬ 
istration and Omar Vidal, 
formerly ofthe World Wild¬ 
life Fund. 

The letteralso called on the 
government'to protectthe 
vaquitas that still remain," a 
daunting task but one that 
recent research suggests 
can still be accomplished.

NEW YORK (AP) — For Ste¬ 
phen Colbert and his "Late 
Night" staff, the best-selling 
spoof 'Whose Boat Is This 
Boat?" essentially wrote it¬ 
self. 

Because all of the words 
are by President Donald 
Trump, who is billed as the 
author "by accident." The 
picture book's title and 
contents were inspired 
by Trump's disjointed re¬ 
sponse last September to 
Hurricane Florence, which 
struck North Carolina and 
South Carolina, where Col- 
bertgrew up. 

"If you love Trump, you'll 
love this book because 
every word in it is exactly 
what he said," Colbert, for 
whom the president has 
been prime comic mate¬ 
rial, said during a recent 
interview with The Associat¬ 
ed Press. "And if you're anti- 
Trump you'll love this book 
because every word in it is 
exactly what he said." 
'Whose Boat Is This Boat? 
Comments That Don't Help 
in the Aftermath of a Hur¬ 
ricane" has sold hundreds 
of thousands of copies and 
raised more than $1.25 mil¬ 
lion for such charities as 
Foundation for the Caro- 
linas and World Central 
Kitchen. The contributions 
come from author pro¬ 


ceeds and from the pub¬ 
lisher, Simon & Schuster. 
Books can take years from 
conception to publica¬ 
tion, but Whose Boat Is This 
Boat?" was essentially writ¬ 
ten in 24 hours and within 
six weeks was already on 
shelves, physical and vir¬ 


tual. It began after Trump 
visited New Bern, North 
Carolina, and was preoc¬ 
cupied with a yacht that 
had landed in a resident's 
backyard. 

'To see what we're seeing 
— this boat. I don't know 
what happened, but this 


boat just came here," he 
said. Other comments in¬ 
cluded "At least you got a 
nice boat out of the deal" 
and "Have a good time!" 
"Late Show" staff writer 
Emmy Blotnick heard 
Trump's remarks and said, 
'That sounds like a chil¬ 


dren's book." 

With illustrations by Audro 
Buneta and John Henry, 
Whose Boat Is This Boat?" 
looks like a bedtime sto¬ 
ry, albeit one that ends 
with the message 'There is 
no moral." Defining it has 
proved challenging: On 
The New York Times best¬ 
seller charts, it appears un¬ 
der "Advice, How-to & Mis¬ 
cellaneous." 

We should be on the non¬ 
fiction list," Colbert said. "I 
smell a rat." 

According to a Times 
spokesperson, 'The book 
was placed on the advice, 
how-to and miscellaneous 
list where many books that 
defy easy categorization 
have ranked. It's a great 
achievement being on this 
highly competitive list for six 
weeks, including a weekat 
No. 1, and we wish Stephen 
were happieraboutit." 
Colbert said the book is for 
"children of all ages," one 
that appeals to kids be¬ 
cause it's "pretty to look at, 
no nudity, no violence"and 
one that shows adults how 
"our president responds" 
to natural disasters. The 
book is billed as "an excel¬ 
lent teaching tool" that 
lets readers leam "about 
empathy by process of 
elimination.

Associated Press 
LONDON (AP) — Street art¬ 
ist and social commenta¬ 
tor Banksy has apparently 
popped up in Wales, leav¬ 
ing a new artwork on a 
garage in Port Talbot that 
references the town's air 
pollution. 

A video posted to his offi¬ 
cial Instagram account on 
Wednesday afternoon had 
close-ups of the piece. 

With the children's song 
"Little Snowflake" as a 
soundtrack, the video 
shows images painted on 
two garage wallsthatform 
a right angle. On one side, 
a child appearsto be play¬ 
ing in the falling snow, stick¬ 
ing histongue outforsnow- 
flakes The other side re¬ 
veals that the "snow" is ac¬ 
tually fa Ming ash and smoke 
from a fire in a dumpster. 


The video then pans up to 
show the nearby Tata Steel 
plant, which loomsoverthe 
Welsh town. 

'They've not dropped a 
Banksy on us, have they?" 
a man asks on the video, 
which is captioned: "Sea¬ 
son's greetings" 

Rachel Honey-Jones, 33, 
who lives the other side of 
Swansea Bay, said an artist 
friend of herswastipped off 
about the artwork's loca¬ 
tion and stayed overnight 
to guard it. 

"It's amazing, an incredible 
addition to Port Talbot," 
Honey-J ones said. 

The owner of the garage, 
Ian Lewis, 55, a steelwork¬ 
er for Tata Steel, said he 
first saw the piece when 
images spread on Face- 
book on Tuesday evening. 
He said Port Talbot was

probably chosen for the 
Banksy work due to news 
headlines about the town's 
air pollution. In May, the 


World Health Organization 
apologized after it admit¬ 
ted that figures identify¬ 
ing Port Talbot as the most 


polluted town in the U.K. 
were wrong. It said Port Tal¬ 
bot's air pollution actually 
measured 9.6853 micro¬ 
grams, just under half the 
figure it originally gave the 
town and below the World 
Health Organization guide¬ 
line of 10 mic rog ra ms 
Still, black dust from the 
town's steelworks covered 
houses, cars and pets in 
July, a possible inspiration 
for the artwork. 

Council workers erected 
metal fencing around the 
garage on Wednesday to 
protect the artwork. 

"People have already 
taken sledgehammers to 
it and tried to throw paint 
on it," said Honey-Jones. "It 
will bring visitors and trade

Blow your nose, and you'll 
miss the split-second shot 
of a younger Dona Id Trump 
in "Vice," Adam McKay's 
exhaustingly entertain¬ 
ing (and entertainingly 
exhausting) Dick Cheney 
movie. 

But make no mistake: the 
filmmaker wants us to be 
thinking a bout Trump. What 
he's telling us — implicitly, 
then more obviously — is 
that if you're upset today 
about what you might see 
as, say, a brazen executive- 
branch power grab, well, 
that already happened 
— and pretty recently. It's 
just that we didn't really 
notice because, McKay ar¬ 
gues, Dick Cheney did it so 
damed quietly. 

Let's pause a moment to 
note the obvious: 'Vice," 
which features a terrific a lly 
committed performance 
by Christian Bale, is not a 
neutral biopic in any sense. 
It's more of a political lec¬ 
ture on steroids, using every 
clever filmmaking device 
up the talented McKay's 
sleeve, much like 'The Big 
Short," his journey through 


the 2008financial collapse. 
These devices include bro¬ 
ken fourth walls, surreal vi¬ 
gnettes, fun celebrity cam¬ 
eos, a mysterious narrator, 
and — best of all — Dick 
and Lynne Cheney in the 
bedroom, plotting his next 
political move, suddenly 
launching into iambic pen¬ 
tameter for several min¬ 


utes. Macbeth much? 

The parallels with the Scot¬ 
tish play are obvious: McK¬ 
ay presents Lynne (Amy 
Adams, memorable as al¬ 
ways) as the ideological 
force behind the man, her 
husband's private coach in 
every step he takes on the 
way to becoming a virtual 
co-president and perhaps 
the most powerful man on 
the planet. 

But while Macbeth be¬ 
comes wracked with guilt 
and paranoia, 'Vice" 
chronicles a man with no 
guilt or doubt whatsoever, 
and that matter-of-fact 
certainty of purpose was 
indeed one of the reasons 


he was able to climb so 
fast, McKay argues: He sim¬ 
ply saw opportunities and 
tookthem. 

The weaknesshere, though, 
isthatwe nevergeta sense 
of what truly d rives C heney 
the man. The shiny bells 
and whistles that McKay 
employs — because, well, 
he's good at it — detract 
from our ability to get to 
know his subject. Is Me Kay's 
Cheney merely an oppor¬ 
tunist, or is he fueled by a 
deeperpurpose,and how? 
It's not totally clear. 
Although Cheney fans will 
likely not find much to ap¬ 
preciate here, that doesn't 
mean you need be a 


committed liberal to enjoy 
'Vice." You can simply be 
an admirer of committed 
acting, the sort that Bale 
specializes in. 

Yes, the actor famously 
gained a lot of weight, and 
mastered thatway Cheney 
speaks from the side of his 
mouth. (There's also amaz¬ 
ing makeup work here.) 
Alone, these would be gim¬ 
micks, but Bale also disap¬ 
pears so deeply into his 
balding, portly, pasty char¬ 
acter that for long minutes 
you forget it's him. 

As for Adams, her Lynne 
is bright, witty and gritty, 
a woman one imagines 
might have become a 
top politician herself had 
she been bom a few de¬ 
cades later. Sam Rockwell 
has less screen time, but 
delivers a hilarious impres¬ 
sion of George W. Bush, all 
folksy and jokesy. "Wanna 
jump on board?" he asks 
Cheney about the VP job. 
"Let's go, c'mon now!" Is it 
fair to portray Bush as such 
a man-child, motivated by 
pleasing his father, and so 
uninvolved in decisions? 
Perhaps not, but Rockwell 
is sure entertaining. 

We first meet Cheney in 
1963, staggering blind 
drunk from a car during a 
traffic stop. Fast forward 
to 9/11, and he's the guy 
taking charge of the na¬ 
tion's response, with Bush 
nowhere in sight. How did 
we get from A to B, McKay 
isasking?Q

Ihe theater actor, com¬ 
poser and creator of the 
Broadway smash "Hamil¬ 
ton" knew the film's direc¬ 
tor, Rob Marshall, from such 
stage and screen credits 
as "Cabaret" and 'Chica¬ 
go."And he knew the work 
of the composers, Marc 
Shaiman and Scott Witt- 
man of "Hairspray"fame. 
But there was one thing 
that didn't come naturally 
to Miranda, even if he's 
known asa musical theater 
pioneer — the choreogra¬ 
phy. 

"I think the dancing was the 
most challenging aspect 
for me, because if you 
watch 'Hamilton' carefully, 
there's a lot of incredible 
dancing in there, Hamilton 
does almost none of it. He's 
standing and he's got a lot 
of words to say," Miranda 
said. 

"The learning curve was 
made a little easier thanks 
to the film's generous nine- 


week rehearsal period. 
'What happens when you 
do that with the film com¬ 
pany is, they become a 
company. We were a com¬ 
pany of actors together by 
the time we were starting 
this journey," he said. 'We 
all rehearsed together and 
that was formidable and 


made me feel at home." 

In the new film, Miranda 
playsjackthe lamp lighter 
opposite Emily Blunt's Mary 
Pop pins. "This time around 
he got to bring a com¬ 
pletely different character 
to the table, one that's op¬ 
posite from his stem and 
hard-charging Alexander 


Hamilton. 

"Hamilton's pretty different 
from Jack the lamp lighter. 
Hamilton's got no child-like 
innocence, whatsoever," 
Miranda said. J ack, on the 
otherhand, is "sort of child¬ 
like — he's got this sense of 
wonder. He sort of never 
lost that." 


Miranda said he'll be for¬ 
ever grateful that Marshall 
sa w those tra its in him. 

"I make these movies be¬ 
cause I think part of being 
an artist is being in touch 
with that inner child. "That 
part of us that was drawing 
and painting and making 
stuff when we were kids 
Some of us specialized on 
those, and some of usgrow 
up, and I feel like I've never 
grown up in a real way,"Mi¬ 
randa said. 

Miranda won Tony Awards 
for "In the Heights" and 
"Hamilton," with the latter 
also earning him the Pulit¬ 
zer Prize. He feels those suc¬ 
cesses set the stage for be¬ 
ing cast in the "Mary Pop- 
pins" sequel.

NEW YORK (AP) — How do 

you measure a chicken's 
happiness? Is it in the way 
it runsforfood? How much 
time it spends preening? 

To size up what might make 
chickenshappyintheirbrief 
lives, researchers at the 
University of Guelph in On¬ 
tario, Canada, are putting 
16 breedsthrough physical 
fitness and behavioral tests. 
They're watching how well 
birdsscramble overa barri- 
erforfood, how skittish they 
seem and whether they 
play with a fake worm. 
Chickens can't say how 
they feel, but playing with 
a fake worm may be a sign 
of happiness. 

"We have to infer when an 
animal is happy orcontent 
or experiencing pleasure 
based on their behavior," 
said Stephanie Torney, one 
of the researchers. 

In recent years, the animal 
welfare world has moved 
beyond looking at how to 
minimize suffering to explor¬ 
ing whether animals can 
also enjoy their lives, Torrey 
said. 

Such measures may be 
considered irrelevant by 
companies but underscore 
a broader lack of consen¬ 
sus around the welfare of 
chickens, which are some¬ 
times slaughtered as soon 
as five weeks after hatch¬ 
ing. 

Animal welfare advocates 
say cruelty begins with 
birds that have been bred 
to have breasts so big they 
can barely walk. They say 
today's chickens are ge¬ 
netic monstrosities crippled 
by pain and thatthe indus¬ 
try needs to switch breeds. 
Many in the industry say 
there's no problem and 
that chickens may not 
move around a lot be¬ 
cause they're sedentary. 
Even if they were to agree 
to change breeds, it's not 
clear what the alternatives 
should look like. 

The two sides disagree 
about the cause and fre¬ 
quency of health issues 
among broilers chickens. 
Tyson and Sanderson Farms, 
forexample, acknowledge 
that chicken breasts have 
ballooned over the years, 
but they say they're not 


seeing widespread prob¬ 
lems as a result. 

"If they can't move and get 
to the feed trough, they're 
not going to survive," said 
Mike Cockrell, chief finan¬ 
cial officer for Sanderson 
Farms. 

John Glisson of the U.S. 
Poultry and Egg Associa¬ 
tion says broiler chickens 
are "couch potatoes" and 
that some people may mis¬ 
take the birds' laziness fora 


medical issue. He said try¬ 
ing to assess welfare istricky 
beyond established indus¬ 
try measures, like whether 
a chickendiesfromdisease 
before it's slaughtered. 

The industry says changing 
breeds is unnecessary, and 
that switching to broiler 
chickensthatdon'tgrow as 
big or as fast would mean 
using up more water and 
other resources. Chicken 
prices at the supermarket 


would be higher too. 

Still, animal welfare is be¬ 
coming a bigger public re¬ 
lations concern, and com¬ 
panies say they're always 
looking for ways to take 
better care of their chick¬ 
ens. 

Tyson recently ran a trial 
that let chickens pick from 
pens with varying levels of 
light to determine which 
they prefer. Perdue is test¬ 
ing giving its conventional 


birds as much light and 
space as its organic birds, 
which are the same breed. 
The Humane Society of the 
United States says stepping 
up living conditions helps, 
but it believes the bigger 
problem is breeding that 
has resulted in disfigured 
chickens. It says chickens 
have been genetically ma¬ 
nipulated to have massive 
breasts their legs cannot 
support. 

"It is crazy for anyone to 
have to remind the industry 
that birds naturally walk," 
sa id J osh Ba Ik, the Huma ne 
Society's vice president of 
farm animal protection. 
Balk said the study in Can¬ 
ada will provide important 
information on what type 
of chickens might suffer 
less. University of Guelph 
researchers are also track¬ 
ing chicken traits like 
weight, growth rate and 
meat quality they hope 
will be useful to the indus¬ 
try. Aviagen and Tyson- 
owned Cobb, which supply 
breedsto chicken produc¬ 
ers, are providing birds for 
the study, including breeds 
that are widely used. 

The companies say they 
already track health and 
welfare, but that they're in¬ 
terested in the research. 

The Guelph study is be¬ 
ing funded by the Global 
Animal Partnership, which 
certifies corporate animal 
welfare standards. In 2016, 
it launched a campaign to 
get companies to switch 
to "slower growing" breeds. 
Since then, it has acknowl¬ 
edged that chicken wel¬ 
fare is more complicated 
than just growth rate. 

It's now pushing fora "bet¬ 
ter" chic ken, and hopesthe 
study will help define what 
that entails. 

Only a small percentage 
of chickens in the U.S. are 
GAP-certified, and spelling 
out new requirements for 
breeds risks making certifi¬ 
cation even rarer. 

Anne Malleau, the group's 
executive director, notes 
some of the researchers' 
tests may seem far out. But 
she said providing "enrich¬ 
ments" — such as places 
where chickenscan rest or 
perch — was a Iso seen asa 
fringe idea before becom¬ 
ing more accepted.Q
